An open meeting for all interested citizens has been set for 
Friday evening, April 11th, at 7:30 p.m. in the Joseph Stripe 
Auditorium in the new high school, on the proposed removal of the 
US-27 dam on the AuSable River in the city of Grayling. 

The decision to hold an open meeting came about following 
a meeting between the Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
and three representatives of the Department of Natural Resources, 
Fisheries Division, at their March meeting which was recommended 
by the board. . 

Meeting with the board were: David Borgeson, Chief tntand 
Fisheries Division, Lansing: John MacGregor, Regional Fisheries 
Supervisor of Roscommon, and Gary Schnicke, District Fish 
Biologist, from Mio, who explained their reasons for the 
recunmmmendaiion for tne removal ot the dam, which has come about 
after an extensive biological research survey made on the AuSable 
River Watershed. 

The dam, located in the city of Grayling at the bridge of 1-75 
Business Loop is actually owned by the State Highway Department 
as it 1s on their right-away. and a DNR spokesman stated, they do 
not object to the removal. 

The biological study of the AuSable was made from 1971-1973, 
and included the entire watershed from the mainstream to all of its 
Vibutaries, wittir was un investigation into tne elfects ot human 
use and development on the biology of a coldwater river system. 

lH was from this 296 page report, the decision of the removal of 
the dam by the Fisheries Division would enhance the environment 
for trout in the upper mainstream due to the temperature of water 
coming out of the back waters of dam. 

Tre AuSavieé Fiver, worid-reknowned, 1S one Of two ot the best 


trout streams in the eastern part of the United States, a ONR official 
Stated, and that is our main objective is to preserve it as such, and 
we are trying to improve it. 

Mr. Schnicke said. that in a fish survey conducted in 1971 in 
tire pond a totai of 290 fish were caught of which only 12 were trout, 
which illustrates the pond is a haven for warm water fish, and is not 

_an important trout fishery. 

As far as the back waters above the dam are concerned, Tom 
Havard, District Wildlife Biologist, Mic, stated that the wetlands 
had no useful purpese as a Sanctuary for wildlife, due mostly to the 
lack of food for the species. He added, that in their research, the 
fall of the year was the only time the area was used extensively by 
migratory birds. 

Following are a few excerpts from the biological report on the 
AuSable River Watershed: 

“Dams were constructed on the upper mainstream and on 
major tributaries to create holding ponds and provide a head of 
water for surging jogs on the way downstream. 

The establishment of the railway in 1872, and mills in 1876, 
opened the way for commercial exploitation of the prime native fish 
of the area—the Michigan grayling—heavy fishing and logging 
caused the demise of the tine fish. 

The large river habitat seems to show an evidence of a change 
in water quatity. The decline of rainbow trout and slimy sculpin, 
both coldwater species, and of longnose dace end river chub, both 
intolerant to turbidity and silty conditions, indicate a decline in 
water quality. 

In the 7 mites of river between Batterson Bridge and Poilack 
Bridge, maximum water temperatures are elevated 5-1 dearees. 
This situation could possibly be relieved by restricting the river 


channel in places and removing the beaver dams up river. it is 
questionable whether a meaningfu! improvement could be realized 
here, because of the natural characteristics which preclude 
maintenance of a significant trout population. Emphasis on 
improvement should first be directed on removal of the 
impoundments above Grayling. 

Temperatures which approach 80 degrees F are highly 
detrimental to trout populations. 

The precicted maximum daily temperatures for May through 
September (with the Grayling impoundments) were 73, 77, 76, 75 
and 71 degree F. Without the impoundments, the maximum daily 
temperatures for this river section were 60, 66, 66, 66 and 64 degree 
F. 

In conclusion on the impoundments on the river, the report 
stated: 

The dams above Grayling should be removed, on the basis that 
they no longer support significant populations of coldwater or 
warmwater game fish or waterfowl, and that they warm surface 
waters to temperatures unsuitable for trout. The removal of the 
“stump" pond would lower the water table and thereby improve 
septic tank operation in the Karen Woods Subdivision. [he dam 
removal should be preceded by installation of a coffer dam and

accomplished, the stream banks can be vegetated and stabilized. 
This pond is shallower, more productive, and provides more of a 
temperature increase than does the upper pond. Improvement in 
the temperature regime can then be measured and evaluated before 
the decision is made to remove the unner dam {ihe old power cam

Grayling State Bank Receive 
Approval To Open Frederic Branch 


The Grayling State Bank received permission last 
Friday to establish a branch facilities at Frederic, from 
the Financial Institutions Bureau of the Department of 
Commerce. 

John H. Alef, president, said that application had 
heen submitted on Sentemher 3, 1974 to the burean, 
and now with this approval it is hoped for an early 
summer opening of the branch. 

Alef stated, that the bank had contemplated this 
move for some time, due to the growing population of 
Frederic and surrounding area, and to make it more 
convenient for the people living there. 

For the time being, the new branch office will be a 
special designed modular building for banks, and will 
be located on the corner of Old-27 and Park St., at the 
north end of town. 

Alef stated, that it was hoped that within 3 years a 
permanent building would be constructed. The reason 
for the modular building at this time is comply with the 
bureaus termination date of September 20, 1975 to 
have the branch operational. 

The Frederic branch will handle all banking needs 
except, safety deposit boxes, with a manager and 2 
tellers employed, and will be under state and federal 
compliances.

Plain people play role 


Before the idea gets lost in the 
antiquity of an approaching spring- 
time, it should be noted that 
Michigan Gov. William Milliken made 
& pretty dared good inaugurai 
speech when he took his new oath of 
office a few weeks ago—under the 
circumstances. 

Strained indeed were the circum- 
stances. There stood Michigan’s Re- 


publican hoy aqvernor--ha of the 
governor ne Gr ine 


graying temples— —surrounded by el- 
ected Democrats. Well, he was 
almost surrounded. The lieutenant 
governor of his choice —GOP tandem 
running mate James Daman—ailso 
stood on the inaugural platform. But 
the rest were Democrats. 

The partisan split may have been at 
least partly responsible for one 
section of the Milliken inaugural 
address which | found especially 
appropriate for the times. 

The people of this state and 
nation,” Milliken advised, “must be 
rp- awakened to the moral imperative 
of political and civic responsibility.” 


Call it a political sermonette, or a 


clarion cail to duty, or a device to 
cope with a divided .state govern- 
ment, or whatever...it appeared to me 
that Gov. Milliken hit on one of the 
underlying imperatives we as citizens 
face these days. 

Harken to the anvernar’s cancerns . 
and advice: 

“It_is always surprising to me to 
encounter so many peopie who 
complain so extravagently about the 
quality of politics and government in 
this country,” Milliken said. 

“What is surprising is that so often 
these people are the very ones who 
neglected to vote in the last election, 
or never attended a meeting of their 
school board. 

“In this country, the government— 
federal, statc or local-. is not some 
body removed and separated from the

people. it is the people themseives 
who are the government. 

“Somehow we must find a way to 
remind the people of this basic truth 
of the American democracy. 

“We must remind them constantly 
that in the last analysis, it is they who 
decide the quality of their schools, 
the kind and amount of taxes they 
pay, how the money is spent, how 


crime should he sombatted, what 
Was wetteas 


kind of judges and what quality of 
justice they will have. 

“It is up to us who serve in 
government and politics to mobilize 
the great American capacity for good 
and put it to work in behalf of better 
government and better politics. 

“For the plain fact is that no other 
area of human endeavor plays such 
an important part in shaping the 
quality of our lives.” 

What the governor is stating—or 
rather re-statina—is one of the basic 
premises on which our system of 
self-government is founded. 

Others have said the same or 


similar things before, and probably in 


much better fashion. 

The fact does not make these 
thoughts any less true, nor less 
pertinent to the problems of today. 

“Just as the value of our money has 
declined, so has the people's faith in 
thair elected leaders,” Milliken noted 
in an earlier part of his talk. “The truly 
honorable and important profession 
of politics has sunk to iow esteem, 
perhaps the lowest in the history of 
this country.” 

Just for that reason, it is important 
to state and re-state the necessity for 
individual participation in the govern- 
mental process at all levels. 

And with our bi-centennial year as 
a nation just months away, there 
could be more significant time than 
now to embrace these principles of 
self-government.

his time in Washington believ- 
ing it a unique opportunity. “So 
many of the important decisions 
for our world are made there. 
Attending congressiona! hear- 
ings on the ‘Hill’ is a real 
learning experience. With the 
ethical dilemmas in our Capitol, 
there is more than an apparent 
need for the Church to be 
involved there," he said. Com- 
ing to Grayling after a little less 
ihan iwo years in East Lansing, 
he is excited at the prospect of 
coming back to the Michigan 
north.

times the revenue received from 
the Income Tax. That pretty well 
points out the oriority given to 
street improvements. The City 
Council has opted for a pay-as- 
we-go program rather than 
bonding for a larger project 
once every 10-years or so, 
except in the case of the MVHF. 
The main reason for the Coun- 
cil's hesitancy in bonding either 
for the Revenue Sharing or the 
Income Tax is that they could be 
ended at any given time. The 
Revenue Sharing by the Con- 
gress, and the Income Tax by 
the voters of Grayling. If we did 
sell bonds anticipating to pay 
them off from the above sources 
and those sources dried up, it 
would ettectively place a greai 
burden on the property owners 
througit the taxes on their 
property necessary to pay the 
bonds which would be a general 
obligation of the City. 

We understand the desire of 
the citizens to see street im- 
provements Dut some uf tie 
most important parts of street 
improvements are the drainage 
systems which are not seen. 
There is considerable improve- 
ment in the areas where drains 
were installed last fall. With a 
little grade work and shaping 
they will improve even more. 

Chuckholes appear every 
spring when the ground thaws. 
The City patches one only to 
have the patch pull out the same 
day. For the past few weeks 
Michigan Avenue has had nearly 
a daily patching crew working. 
It should he noted that those 
persons who drive at or below 
ihe posied speed iimii rateiy 
have any difficulty. 

The way the construction 
season is shaping up. it appears 
that our street improvement 
efforts this year will be in 
conjunction with the State 
Highway Department's Business 
Loop-75 project. Partions of the 
job at cross streets and some 
drainage problems will be the 
Uity s responsivity. 

While there have been some 
great improvements made in our 
sireet system, we cannot be 
content until every citizen has a 
decent street to use. It is an 
important part of community 
pride. Doubtless there are some 
who will say we have not 
progressed enough over the 
past few years with our streets 
while others may feel that we 
have spent too much money on 
streets. Either viewpoint would 
be welcomed at any City 
Council Meeting. Meetings are 
held on the second or last 
Monday of each month at City 
Hall - 7:30 p.m.
